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INERODUCTION. TOVCEA ET hae i 
CHAPTER XXII relates the story of the sore persecution 
of the infant church, but the power of the apostles 
became so tremendous that it did not affect their faith. 
In the meantime seven deacons were appointed and 
among them were Stephen and Philip. Stephen was 
stoned to death by envious Jews led by Saul (Paul), 
who slaughtered the members of the Jerusalem church 
wholesale. The persecution became so severe that 
every Christian left the city except the apostles. 
Even the deacon Philip left and we find him in Samaria, 
where he established a congregation. Then he turned 
south and on his way to Gaza, made a convert of the 
Ethiopian eunuch, preached at Ashdod, and finally 
made his way to Casarea, where it is presumed he had 
his own home. 
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CHAPTER XXIII 
CONVERSION OF SAUL OF TARSUS 
Acts 9 


SAuL’s PersecuTIon—Now we get another glimpse 
of Saul of Tarsus. He is still “breathing out threaten- 
ings and slaughter against the disciples of the Lord,” 
and ‘‘making 
havoc of the 
church.” Not 
satisfied with 
this, he has ob- 
tained letters 
authorizing him 
to go as far as 
Damascus and 
bind any Chris- 
tians whom he 
might find there 
and return with 
them to Jerusa- 





lem. While he SAUL’S PERSECUTION 
appeared to pose 
as a ringleader in crushing out the new faith, yet many 
students of Paul’s life agree that his radical attitude 
was assumed to drown his actual conviction that Jesus 
was the Christ. From what he afterward said, he had 
been deeply impressed at the stoning of Stephen. He 
knew the prophets thoroughly, and had certainly heard 
the story of Jesus many, many times, so that at this 
very time he might have been “kicking against the 
goads.”

Here that sublime event, the Transfigura- 
tion, occurred, and he could visualize Jesus with Moses 
and Elijah. It was a long, wearisome tramp through

He found himself 
fighting an im- 
pulse to desist 
as he forged 
ahead, each hour 
bringing him 
nearer the city.

JerusateM—After his escape, Saul made straight 
for Jerusalem and looked up the disciples whom he 
had so mistreated, but they were afraid of him, until 
Barnabas, who was familiar with the facts of his con- 
version, vouched for him. Then they forgot his past 
cruelty and received him, “‘and he spoke boldly in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and disputed with the Grecian

went about to 
slay him.”

Map—The Jews in Jerusalem, 
as in Damascus, not having been 
able to answer Saul’s arguments, 
were set upon slaying him; and in 
order to save his life, the disciples 
took him to Czesarea, from whence 
he sailed for his boyhood home in 
Tarsus. 

AnciENT Tarsus —When Saul 
was a boy Tarsus probably looked 
like this. It ranked high as a seat 
of learning, and Saul’s secular edu- 
cation was acquired here. As every 
Jewish boy was required to learn 
a trade, his father had him ap- 
prenticed to a tentmaker, but for 
his religious training he was sent 
to Jerusalem, where he “‘sat at the 
feet of Gamaliel.” 





ANCIENT TARSUS

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here; whether his 
parents were 
living or dead, 
or, if alive, how 
they looked upon 
his becoming a 
Christian.

He immediately lost himself in the desert 
for three years and when he returned and preached 
Christ in Damascus, the Jews set a price on his head 
and he only escaped by the help of the church. Then 
Paul came to Jerusalem and conferred with Peter for 
fifteen days, and might have stayed longer but he was 
so persecuted by his brother Jews he only saved his 
life by slipping out of the city by night. He was 
escorted to Caesarea by a few brethren and from there 
he sailed to Tarsus in Asia Minor, the city of his child- 
hood. In the meantime, Tiberius died, Pilate was 
recalled, and Herod Antipas deposed and sent into 
exile.

the prophets, 
since his audi- 
ence was not 
Jewish. It per- 
tained almost ex- 
clusively to the 
hao tateds. 
“wonder - work- 
(io seeenectaicore Te 
“sin-forgiving” 
Saviour. Before 


he was finished, 
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the Holy Spirit fell on this Gentile audience, and 
“they magnified God and. spoke with tongues,” 
just as did the apostles on the day of Pentecost. 
When Peter saw this, “he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord,” and the Jewish 
Christians from Joppa agreed to it. 

Ca#sareEa—Up to this time only Jews had become 
Christians, and 
since Peter was 
the most Jewish 
of any of them it 
seemed necessary 
that he be the 
first to be set 
right in regard 
to receiving the 
Gentiles into the 
church. There- 
fore the necessity 
poet Uietehas 
extraordinary 
experience, both 
upon the part of 
Peter and Cornelius. Peter told the centurion that he 
was breaking the law by merely coming into a Gentile’s 
house, but that God had shown him that he shou!d 
not call any man commen or unclean. “Therefore,” 
he says, “I come unto you.” So here we have the 
record of the first Gentile converts to Christianity, 
and this is the place where they lived—Cesarea.

But the decision of the Jerusalem 
church was a signal to start; and it seems that the dis- 
ciples of Cyprus and Cyrene were first to learn of i 
and sent men to Antioch to preach to the Greeks, or 
Gentiles. The result was gratifying, for “great numbers 
believed, and turned unto the Lord.” 
Barnasas—When the Jerusalem church heard of 
the Antioch situation they sent Barnabas, whom we 
have seen now 
several times, to 
investigate the 
exact status of 
things. He may 
have sent word 
back to Jerusa- 
lem, but the 
work was so in- 
teresting to him 
that he entered 
into it heartily 
himself, and did 
not come back < 
to report person- : Te 
ally to thechurch 
that had sent him. We are told that “much people 
there was added to the Lord” under his ministry. 
Tarsus—St. Paut’s Scuoot—It will be remembered 
that Barnabas had introduced Saul to the Jerusalem 
church. Barnabas had observed the attitude of Saul 
and had seen in him great possibilities. Saul had no 
doubt told him of his great interest in the Gentiles, 
and that at his conversion the Lord had specially 
appointed him to work among them. So Barnabas 
[ 51 ] 
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naturally decided 
that Saul was the 
man to help in 
Antioch, and he 
accordingly went 
to thiscity of Tar- 
sus to find him. 
BARNABAS 
AND, SAULSERE= 
TURN—It had 
= been three or 
four years since 
Barnabas and 
Saul parted at 
the pier at Czesa- 
rea, but the latter was still in Tarsus, and readily con- 
sented to return with his old friend to Antioch. The 
two worked together in the church for a solid year, and 
the success of 
their labors was 
phenomenal. It 
was during this 
year at Antioch 
that “the dis- 
ciples were first 
called Chris- 
tians.”’

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INTRODUCTION TO CHAPTER XXV 


In CuHapTeER XXIV we got a glimpse of the work of 
St. Peter. He is found at Lydda, about forty miles 
from Jerusalem, where he heals Eneas of palsy, then 
he is called to Joppa on account of the death of Dorcas, 
and restores her to life. While he was in Joppa, he 
lodged with a tanner by the name of Simon, and it 
was at his home that he witnessed a Vision, by which 
he was persuaded to go to Cesarea and publish the 
good tidings and receive the first Gentiles into the 
church—Cornelius and his house. He is called to 
Jerusalem, where he accounts for this innovation in a 
convincing manner. In the meantime, Barnabas 
brought Saul from Tarsus to Antioch, where there was 
a new Gentile church, and hearing of a famine about 
Jerusalem, these two preachers brought relief to the 
church there from the congregation of Gentiles, and 
Saul and Peter are together again.

ST. James—It is about 
A. D. 44, and persecution of 
the church in Jerusalem now 
comes from another source. 
Herod (Agrippa I) had for 
some reason become obli- 
gated to the Jews, and seeing 
that it pleased them to afflict 
the Christians, “‘he stretched 
forth his hands to vex certain 
of the church,” “‘and he killed 
James the brother of John 
with the sword.”

The Jew had been taking advantage of 
the governor’s religious inclination, and, claiming 
himself to be some great person, was living by the ruler’s 
generosity. 

E.ymas Struck Birinp—His interruptions continued 
so long ‘that 
finallyee anal 
being full of the 
Holy Spirit, set 
his eyes on him 
and said, O full 
of all subtlety 
and all mischief, 
thou child of the 
devil, thou 
enemy of all 
righteousness, 
wilt thou not 
cease to pervert 
the right way of 
the Lord? And 
now behold the hand of the Lord is upon thee and thou 
shalt be blind for a season.”” Elymas became blind im- 
mediately and “went about seeking someone tolead him 
by the hand.” This had a tremendous effect upon the 
governor, who became the first convert of this mission- 
ary tour. 

Perca—From Paphos on the island the trio sailed 
northwest to the mainland (about too miles) and came 
to a city called Perga, in the province of Pamphylia. 
From this place John Mark returned to Jerusalem for 
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someunknown 
reason, and 
theincident 
finallyresulted 
in the separa- 
tion of Barna- 
bas and Paul, 
as we shall see 
later. 

M a ep—Lo- 
cate Paphos, 
Perca, and 
Antioch, in 
Pisidia. The 
missionaries 
did not preach 
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in Perga, but as soon as Mark left them they moved 
on north to another Antioch, this one in Pisidia.

The gospel we are preaching to you is to turn from such 
futile ways to the living God, who made the heaven, 
the earth, the 
sea, and all that 
iaeetele te 1S. 
Thus he finally 
stopped the 
proceedings, but 
even then they 
could scarcely 
restrain the 
crowds from 
sacrificing to 
them. The well- 
meaning priests 
of Jupiter were 
doubtless of- 
fended. 

Jews From Icontum—To make a bad matter worse, 
just as this moment a company of Jews from Antioch 
and Iconium arrived on the scene in Lystra and circu- 
lated a false report of their work in these cities, pre- 
tending that Paul and Barnabas were impostors, and 
offered to join the pagan priests in putting an end to 
them and their teaching. 

StoneD—The priests, stung by Paul’s rebuke, 
and now regretting their hasty allegiance, and feeling

A new and fiercer persecution now breaks out and 
Herod Agrippa takes a part in it this time. He has 
the apostle James beheaded. Peter is put in prison 
and only escapes the sword by a miraculous deliverance 
the night before he is to be finally tried. Peter left 
Jerusalem, and Agrippa suddenly died before his return. 
Saul and Barnabas now return to Antioch and were 
commissioned by that church to launch a missionary 
tour through Asia Minor. Their first efforts were 
made in Cyprus, where the governor became the first 
convert, and Saul’s name was changed to Paul. Gain- 
ing the continent, they preached at Antioch in Pisidia, 
Iconium, Lystra, and Derbe. They were pioneering 
for the Cross and their efforts were met by vicious 
antagonism, but with all it was a success, for in each 
place they left a band of converts. They fortunately 
came out with their lives and returned to the Antioch 
church and reported their achievements. 
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CHAPTER XEX VI

AnTIocH—Paul is again in his beloved Antioch. 
He reports to the church how God had opened the door 
of faith unto the Gentiles through him, and recounted 
the many joys of the trip. Many scholars believe that 
Peter was here 
when he and 
Barnabas re- eee. 
turned (Gal. 2: § 
Tiel and that 
he entered into 
the feast of praise 
with the Antioch 
brethren because 
of Paul’s success. 

THE Docma- 
Tists—Paul had 
been in Antioch 
but a short time 
when certaincon- 
verts from among 
the Pharisees at Jerusalem came to this Gentile church 
with the demand that all Gentile Christians must be 
circumcised. The argument became very heated, and 
it seemed for a time that Paul would have to stand his 
ground alone against them all. 

PETER AND Paut—Barnabas was almost persuaded 
to take his stand with the Pharisees (Gal. 2: 13), and 
Peter was entirely won to them. Then Paul ‘“‘withstood 
Peter to the face, for,” said he, “Peter was to blame.” 
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The argument between 
these two giants of the 
faith must have been more 
or less private, however, 
and, as will be seen later, 
Paul convinced Peter, and 
the question was forever 
settled between them. 
JeERusaALEM—This Gen- 
tile question had become 
so serious that Paul and 
Barnabas were dispatched 
to Jerusalem to call the 
apostles together and geta 
decision on the subject 
which would settle it per- 
manently. Barnabas had donated every penny he had 
to this Jerusalem church. It was he also who had 
introduced Paul 
to the brethren 
there after his 
conversion at 
Damascus, and 
it was these two, | ey eh te 
me maw hortos eerere Pear ee es:

THe Councit—The apostles and elders were called 
together, and the whole question was thoroughly 
discussed. In the midst of the controversy, which was 
quite keen, Peter arose and told the story of the con- 
version of Cornelius in detail. His conclusion was: 
“Now therefore why are you trying to impose a yoke 
on the neck of the disciples, which neither our fathers 
nor we ourselves 
could bear?” 
Peter’s position 
wascorroborated 
hy Paul and 
Barnabas, and 
James the chair- 
man _ supported 
italso. The con- 
ference resulted 
in perfect agree- 
ment, and the 
drafting of a 
formal letter e 
which was to be Sea 
sent to all the 
disturbed churches among the Gentiles, which forever 
settled the question of circumcision and the relation 
of the Law to the gospel, as far as the apostles and the 
Gentiles themselves were concerned. 

S1Las—A copy of the decision was sent to the Antioch 
church, and as proof of its genuineness Judas and Silas, 
prophets, accompanied Paul there. “The multitude 
gathered, and when they had heard the epistle from 
Jerusalem, rejoiced for their consolation.” Judas 
returned to the Holy City, but Silas was so pleased with 
[95 ] 
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the spirit of the 
Gentile church 
that he remained 
in Antioch. 

~ Map—After a 
season of labor 
in the Antioch 
Ghrelin 
proposed to Bar- 
nabas that they 
revisit the little 
churches they 
had planted in 
Asia Minor. 
Barnabasagreed, 
but insisted so strongly upon taking with them 
Mark, who had turned back from the first trip, that he 
and Paul separated over it. So Barnabas took Mark 
and went to Cy- 

prus, andeeaul eo. \BLACK SEA 
LOOK Sllasweana: eo SL 
went north 
through Syria, 
and then turned 
west through 
Cilicia and came 
first to Derbe. 
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Home—tThere 
were living in 
Lystra some dis- 
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ciples whom Paul 
had not met on 
his previous visit. 
They may have 
been his con- 
verts, but there 
was so much 
confusion,caused 
by the unpleas- 
ant incident fol- 
lowing the at- 
tempted offering 
of sacrifice, that 
Paul might not 
have remem- 
bered every one. These were Timothy, a mere boy; 
his mother, and his grandmother, who lived in a beau- 
tiful home and enjoyed a goodly degree of prosperity.

PauL AnD TimoTHy—Arrangements were agreed 
upon for Paul to make young Timothy a member of 
his missionary party. And, since his father was known 
by the Jews to be a Greek, Paul circumcised the young 
man before they 
started, so that

church and was of inestimable value to Paul in 
his work. 

Map—Paul’s first thought was to go into the province 
of Asia, but he was divinely forbidden; neither would the 
Spirit permit him to go into Bithynia. So he seemed 
to have wandered across Mysia, and finally to have 
found himself in the city of Troas. 

Troas—Paul had been trying to get at his work 
now for some time, and was at a loss to know what his 
next move should be. This afforded him time, however, 
to give personal instruction to Timothy, and while he 
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waited for fur- 
ther “direction 
from the Holy 
Spirit,” here in 
Troas St. Luke 
met Paul and 
joined his com- 
pany also. 
Paut’s VISION 
—Paul, being 
deeply concerned

He then 
brought them out and said, “Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” The answer came instantly and with great 
assurance: “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house.” 

PauL SPEAKS THE. Worp—Since “Patch wcomes by 
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hearing,’ the 
missionaries 
“spoke unto him 
the word of the 
Lord,” and not 
only to him, but 
“to all who were 
in his house’ — 
perhaps his serv- 
ants as well as 
his own family. 
The sermon was

JAILER REJOICES in God. 
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Paut ReLtEasep—The magistrates had, during the 
night, thought over their unfair decision in jailing 
Paul and Silas, and early the next morning sent officers 
to release them. But Paul, being a Roman citizen, 
would not leave until the magistrates came in person 
and apologized for their conduct. This they promptly 
did, and plead with the apostle to leave the city. 

DEPARTING 
FROM PHILIPPI— 
Paul might have 
caused the un- 
just magistrates 
to lose their po- 
sitions if he had 
reported them 
to Rome, but 
this would have 
gained nothing 
for him or them, 
and he was glad 
—— : to forgive. So 
PAUL RELEASED when the “breth- 

ren” had assem- 
bled in the house of Lydia, he spoke comforting words 
to them, and immediately he and Silas trudged on 
westward, to face other difficulties which they well 
knew the pioneers of the cross must endure.

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INTRODUCTION TO CHAPTER XXVII 


Wuewn Paul and Barnabas returned to Antioch, they 
found a committee from the Jerusalem church who 
were trying to force the Gentile church to circumcise 
its members. Peter was among them, and he and Paul 
had a heated argument. The matter was carried back 
to Jerusalem and, after much debate, Paul, Peter and 
James agreed to free the Gentiles of this duty and sent 
a letter by Judas and Silas to that effect. Barnabas 
and Mark went to Cyprus, and Paul took Silas and 
went to the northwest. They took Timothy into their 
company at Lystra, and at‘ Troas Paul received a 
call to go over into Macedonia (Europe). Accordingly 
he moved to Philippi, where he started a great work. 
He was handicapped by jealousy and placed in prison, 
but the jailor became a convert, the authorities apolo- 
gized and he was set free and soon after left Philippi 
and proceeded westward. 
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CHAPTER XX VII 
THE GOSPEL IN EUROPE 
ACTS ales 


Map—Paul’s first experience in Europe (Philippi) 
was not without its discouragements, but he had suc- 
ceeded in gaining a little group of disciples and in 
sowing the seed 
from which 
sprang a great 
church a few 
years later. Paul 
never measured 
his success by 
the number of 
his converts, but 
was happy if he 
could only lay 
the foundation 
upon which 
Otucrs could 
build. When he 
was ordered to leave Philippi, he turned his face 
toward the next most important city, Thessalonica, 
where his experiences were quite similar to those in the 
former city. The distance he traveled was something 
less than one hundred miles, and on the way he stopped 
over night at two places, Amphipolis and Apollonia. 

AmpuHipoLtis—Amphipolis is but a mere ruin now, 
but it was the first rival of Philippi in those days, with 
a population about equal toit. Paul probably remained 
here only over night; at least, there is no record of his 
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having done 
more than to halt 
in this city. 
APOLLONIA— 
- The missionaries 
probably spent 
their second 
night here at 
Apollonia, but 
Since they had 
set out to reach 
Thessalonica, 
where, it seems, 
they had at least 
one friend, they 
did not tarry here. They were now within thirty 
miles of their goal, and they could reach it easilv in one 
more day’s walk, so they pressed on toward that city. 
THESSALONICA 
—~liescalonica 
was a beautiful 
city, nestled on 
the slope of the 
mountain which 
lifted itself from 
the shore of the 
/Ngean. There 
was a synagogue 
here and quite a 
number of in- 
fluential Jews 
lived in the city. 
Paul and Silas 
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must have lodged 
with Jason, a dis- 
ciple, during the 
first part of their 
sojourn, but it is 
certain that there 
was one night at 
least they did 
not, as we shall 
see later.

ANCIENT ATHENS It was the capi-

Paul had left Berea hurriedly and arrived here 
apparently without any definite plans other than to 
wait for Silas and Timothy to come to him. 

Ruins oF ATHENS—Much of his time was spent in 
looking at the “‘sights” of this classic city—the Temple 
of Jupiter (fore- 
ground), the 
magnificent Par- 
thenon (on the 
hill), and other 
splendidly exe- 
cuted specimens 
of Greek archi- 
tecture that mas- 
ter workmen of 
our day can only 
imitate.

THE PARTHENON thenon, the

Athena at Athens, said to be the most perfect repre- 
sentation of Greek architecture in the world, was new 
in the day when Paul looked upon it. As the great 
apostle stood before this splendid structure he must 
have dreamed of the day when churches as beautiful 
would be reared, not to proclaim a myth, but the only 
true and living God and Jesus Christ, whom he sent. 
SHRINES OF ATHENS—Luke tells us that as Paul 
walked about and saw the city filled with idols and the 
entire population given to idolatrous practices, that his 
spirit was stirred within him. While in a sense Athens 
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was serving asa 
kind of a city of 
refuge. for Paul, 
it was not long 
before “he was 
arguing in the 
synagogue with 
the Jews and the 
devout prose- 
lytes, and also in 
the public square 
daily with those 
who chanced 
to be pres- 
ent 
ALTAR TO THE UNKNown Gop—There were so many 
of these idols that apparently the Athenians were at a 
loss to know what to call some of them. Paul found

new. It was in 
the midst of such 
agroup that Paul 
declared the 
strange message 
of Christ.

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philosophers who heard 
him were quick to dis- 
cover in them something 
quite different from any- 
thing they had ever 
heard. Among those who 
debated with Paul were 
the Stoics, so called from 
the fact that Zeno, the 
founder of the system, 
opened his school in a 
colonnade called the Sioa 
Potkile (Painted Porch) 
at Athens. They be- 
lieved in a deity “‘unde- 





rived, incorruptible, and BUST OF A STOIC 
eternal, possessed with 

infinite wisdom and goodness;” but they denied con- 
scious existence after 
death. They detested 
vice, but believed that 
“Sf aman was satisfied 
with himself that was 
sufficient.” Their con- 
ception of God was 
not entirely wromg, 
even from theChristian 
point of view. 

An EpIcuREAN— 
The teaching of Epi- 
curus was that “the 
great business of life 1s 
AN EPICUREAN the pursuit of pleas- 
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ure,’ and “‘a tranquil life, free from evil and enriched with 
pleasure is man’s chief good.” Their philosophy was 
entirely opposed to that of the Stoics, and as each had 
about an equal following in Athens, there were con- 
stant discussions in the city between the two groups. 
It seems, how- 
ever, that good 
feeling always 
existed between 
them. 

Tut THEATRE 
or ATHENS— 
Luke says that 
“the Athenians 
and all visitors 
there eirom 
abroad spent 
their time telling 
or listening to 
something new.” 
Desiring to hear 
Paul more fully, they took him (certainly in a 
most courteous manner) from the market unto 
the Areopagus (Mars Hill) and said, “May we 
know what this new doctrine is whereof thou speak- 
est? For it seems thou bringest strange things to 
our ears.” 

ATHENS From Mars Hitt—Whether Paul stood in 
the theatre (shown in the previous picture) or here on 
the summit of the hill overlooking the city is not 
certain, and is of no consequence. We are only told 
that “‘he stood in the midst of Mars Hill” and addressed 
these curious but kindly disposed people.

CorrntH—Corinth was perhaps the largest city in 
Greece in the time of Paul. It was founded about 1350 
BeyCey destroyed in 146, B. Cy by the Romans, and 
rebuilt by Julius Caesar one hundred years later.

tional center, 
second only to

morally its people 
were considered far below those of cther parts of Greece. 

SUMMIT OF THE CiITADEL—Flaborate and interesting 
ruins are still to be found on the summit of the citadel 
as will be seen in this picture. The great apostle must 
have seen this same view during his sojourn here. 

Tue Games—Corinth boasted of the fleetest runners 
in races and of excelling in other sports, and many pro- 
fessional trainers lived in this city. Paul doubtless 
witnessed some of the races while at Corinth, as he 
drew some of his best illustrations of the Christian life 
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from the race

have occupied 
the great part of 
his time. While 
in Corinth he

Emperor CLauptus—It was at about this time that 
the Jews were suffering 
great persecutionin Rome, 
and that Claudius Cesar, 
emperor, had ordered all 
Jews to leave the capital 
city. A Jew by the name 
of Aquila, a native of Pon- 
tus, and his wife, Priscilla, 
were among those who had 
been driven from Rome. 
They got as far as Cor- 
inth, and presumably for 
lack of funds, worked at 
their trade of tentmaking 
before proceeding farther, 
and were finally persuaded 3 , 
to remain indefinitely. EMPEROR CLAUDIUS 
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TENTMAKERS 
—You will re- 
member that 
Paul also was a 
tentmaker by 
fade yiiesper— 
haps too was 
needing money, 
and when he set 
out in search of 
work came in

He does so, and 
gains the largest number of believers he has had at 
any one place. 

Berore Gattio—Paul continued his work in Corinth 
for a year and a

Jews became so 
incensed at his 
success that they 
“made an insur- 
rection with one 
accord against 
Pauland brought 
him before the 
deputy, Gallio.” 
But the deputy, 
who was a 
brother of Sen- 
eca, the great 
philosopher, was 
disgusted with the petty wrangling of the Jews and 
“drove them from the judgment seat” before the trial 
had ended. 

SOSTHENES Braten—Then the Greeks took Sos- 
thenes, the ringleader of the insurrection, who hap- 
pened to be the leader of the local synagogue, and beat 
him before he had gotten out of the courtroom, and 
Gallio paid no attention to it. This is the first time 
that a civil officer ever failed to side with any opposer 
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of the Christian 
faith, regardless 
of the nature of 
the case.

Silas and Timothy 
joined him here and they did a great work among the 
Corinthians. As usual, they were opposed by the 
Jews, and for the first time the civil authorities seemed 
to favor the missionaries. From Corinth, Paul went 
to Ephesus with Aquilla and Priscilla, and from there 
he went to Jerusalem alone, but promised to return 
to them as soon as possible.

during his reign, St. Paul being 
among his victims after, 
perhaps his second arrest, 
several years later.

name of the Lord Jesus. 
“When Paul laid his hands 
upon them, the -Holy 
Spirit came on them, and 
they spoke with tongues and 
prophesied.”

But, as usual, 
they rejected him in most part, so he turned to the 
Gentiles and conducted classes in the school of Tyran- 
nus. This school was probably conducted in the great 
Library of Eph- 
esus, the ruins 
of which are pic- 
tured here. 

MiRACLES OF

Peasants from 
the country, aristocrats from 
the city, and men of every 
class, all alike carried-a small 
model of this image on their 
person, and many of them were made of silver and gold.

Pau. came to Jerusalem from Ephesus, but he re- 
mained only long enough to take part in a feast oc- 
casion and then he visited his old church at Antioch, 
where “he spent some time.” He remembered his 
pledge to return to Ephesus and so kept his word. 
He and his party remained there three years and he 
did the greatest work of his life. He stirred the whole 
country about Ephesus until the idol makers felt that 
they were going into bankruptcy. They gathered a 
mob and fell upon the Christians in the theatre, but 
were quieted by the authorities before any blood was 
shed. Paul now starts on a tour of the churches to 
gather funds to relieve the Jerusalem church. He 
returned to Corinth, then went up through Greece 
and joined the other members of his company at 
Troas. Here he restored Eutychus to life, and the next 
morning set sail for Jerusalem. His ship anchored 
several days at Miletus, and the elders of Ephesus came 
down and bade him farewell and never saw him again.

One day Agabus, a prophet, came over from 
Judea, and when he met Paul he took his belt and 
bound his own feet and then his hands, and said, 
“Thus saith the Holy Spirit, so shall the Jews at 
Jerusalem bind the man that owneth this girdle, and 
shall deliver him into the hands of the Gentiles.” 
Paul’s friends upon hearing this implored him not to 
attend the feast, and some wept bitterly. But Paul 
firmly answered: “Do not break my heart with your 
tears. . . . I am ready, not to be bound only, but 
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even to die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

JerusaALeEmM—After this Paul and the others made 
preparations and started for Jerusalem, and the 
brethren there “received him gladly.”’ He called upon 
James and the elders, and they also rejoiced at his 
experience among the non-Jewish people, but recom- 
mended that he 
be very careful 
not to offend the 
Jerusalemchurch 
by talking too 
much about the 
Gentiles, since 
this church was 
made up exclu- 
sively of converts 
from Judaism, 
and still believed 
that all persons 
needed to be 
circumcised be- 
fore they could 
become Christians. Paul promised them, and kept his 
word. 

Tue Tempite—He went into the temple and purified 
himself and appeared just as he had in the days when 
he sat at the feet of Gamaliel years before. He had 
advocated being “all things to all people,” and this 
he was seeking to do now. To a Jew he was a Jew 
at this particular time. The Paul of Jerusalem was not 
the Paul of Ephesus or Corinth or Thessalonica; he 
adapted himself to the local situation in order to avoid

his governorship. So he said, ““To Cesar shalt thou go.” 
Thus Paul was spared further indignities from Jeru- 
salem. 

PauL AND Acrippa (HERop)—Festus had agreed to 
send Paul to Cesar, but now another difficulty presents 
itself. His prisoner had done nothing amiss, and Festus 
was at a loss to know upon what charges he could send 
him to Rome. “It seemeth unreasonable to me,” he 
said, “to send a prisoner and not withal to signify 
the crimes laid against him.” Just at this time King 
Agrippa came to Cesarea, and Paul was brought before 
him and Bernice, with the hope that by this examina- 
tion they could work out a charge that would justify 
their sending him to the emperor. Paul delivered 
another masterful address before the king and Bernice, 
moving Agrippa to say, “at this rate it won’t be long 
befere you believe you have made a Christian of me.” 
Retiring to discuss the case, they agreed that “this man 
might have been released if he had not appealed to 
Cesar.’ (Note: This entire 26th chapter should be 
read here.)

Paut sailed from Miletus to Caesarea, where he abode 
a few days with Philip the deacon. When he an- 
nounced his purpose to go to Jerusalem to attend a 
feast, the Czesarea church pleaded with him not to go, 
but for some reason he felt that duty called him to go 
and would not be otherwise persuaded, and went. 
There were Ephesian Jews there who recognized him 
and a mob attacked him, but he was rescued by Roman 
officers and protected behind the doors of the castle. 
That night he was hurried off to Caesarea, where he was 
placed in prison awaiting trial. His case was heard 
by Felix, Festus, and Herod Agrippa, none of whom 
convicted him. But Paul, fearing they might turn him 
over to the Jews, appealed to Caesar and demanded that 
he appear before the emperor at Rome. Being a 
Roman citizen, the appeal was granted, and after an 
undue length of time he set sail for the Eternal City.

exult if he stood in this throng to-day! He spoke to single 
individuals, to families, and small groups when he lived 
in Rome. But the message he gave in those days of 
small beginnings has been carried down through the 
ages and has been heard in every nation under the sun. 
By the beginning of the fourth century it had captured 
Rome and the whole civilized world.
